GALLATIN, Mo., September 1.~Aftet in- 
troducing Frank James’ brother-in-law and 
sister on the stand yesterday morning to es- 
tablish an. alibiin Texas, a form predicted 
in these dispatches for several days, Messrs.

There is some private information afloat, 
which, if true, should save several aspiring 
gentlemen from any further trouble avout 
the Democratic nomination for Governor of 
Missouri.

THE RUSSIAN MENACE. 

The past of the world belongs to the Lat- 
ins, the present to the German, the future 
to the Sclav. So reads the lesson of history, 
and the current of years hurries us onward 
to the fulfillment of the prophery. No one 
who reads the news flashed to us daily from 
Europe can really believe in the permanence 
of existing” conditions there. England is a 
navy, Germany acamp. France a fortress, 
Russia a mine, the remainder of the Conti- 
nenta mob. Great standing armies are eat- 
ing up the substance of the people—are 
mortgaging the sad future of humanity, 
and yet they are idle, like hounds straining 
in the leash. Itis not a peace in Europe, 
but a truce—and a truce of which the nations 
are aweary. Burning issues are to be solved, 
questions of life and death are to be 
answered, race vendettas are to be ended, 
national suicides, perhaps, are to be con- 
summated before even an ephemeral peace 
can be assured.

jarmament. Russia is not ready—will not be 


ready for years for the race conflict. In the 
meantime Germany must place a hobble on 
France. And we Republicans of the New 
World, in spite of our traditional love for 
France, in spite of our history, and in spite 
of the debt of gratitude we owe to the 
French, must hope that Germany will suc- 
ceed. 

When the nordes of the’ East are again 
swarming out of their oyer-crowded homes;

Mongols, for the conquest of Europe, unless 
Germany is ready, Western civilization 
must go thundering down. The constant 
Russian menace is the German excuse. We 
may wish that the conditions of the times 
were different; we may wish that a general 
disarmament was feasibie; we may wish 
that liberty reigned in every land; but we 
know that until the clouds now hanging over 
Europe have discharged their electricity 
amid the crash and thunder of a hundred 
battlefields, permanent peace is impossible. 
The old world will have to be baptised in 
blood before the magenisis of civilization 
can be an accomplished fact.

CONSIDERABLE sympathy is expressed at 
the corner of Third and Chestnut streets for 
Mr..

Mr. SLEVIN, 
chairman of that committee, being inter- 
viewed by a Post-DISPATCH reporter, gave 
the substance of that evidence as he 
understood it, and, asa sort of official 
summary, the enterprising Post-DISPATCH 
published it. Mr. CHaPpHe immediately 
brought a suit against the chairman of the 
committee and the Post-DIsPpATCH, laying 
his dainages at $50,000. He should have de- 
manded a compiete and thorough investiga- 
tion at the hands of the House of Delegates, 
but this he negiected to do. The House of 
Delegates, however, has ordered an inves- 
tigation, and it is proper that the acts of the 
city’s servant, Mr. CHAPHE, should be in- 
quired into. Under the circumstances testi- 
mony bearing on that gentleman’s real 
estate transactions is as competent as any 
testimony relative to the management of 
the Water-works. If Mr. CHAPHE has 
been wronged a fine opportunity is pre- 
sented him to make the fact known, and it 
the city has been wronged by him the 
measures taken to determine that fact are 
certainly legitimate.

THE PEOPLE'S FORUM. 


Where the Keaders of the Post-Dispatch 
Get a Hearing. 


' St. Louis, August 31, 1883, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: ; 

Some one has been filling the Sedalia Democrat 
man full of wind, as is shown in the excerpt 
which youmade from his paper yesterday. The 
comparison between Chicago and St. Louis mar- 
Kets is a fruitful matter of discussion, and a popu- 
lar one, butit is seldom made undaerstandingly. 
It would be practically impossible to find a city as 
large as either of those named without also find- 
ing many tricky and dishonest men, but the in- 


stances cited by the Democrat argue stupidity 
and nothing more, Taking an order for one class 
of goods and sending something entirely differ- 
ent, or billing goods at an advance of more than 
ten per cent of the price at which they were 
sold, is too lacking in craft to be called 
atrick. It could decetve noone. itis a palpable 
error, and while it might happen to any house, is 
not indicative of sharp praetice. Such things do 
not characterize the difference between Chicago 
and St. Louis in trade. Thar difference, where it 
is found at ail, consists more in cunning decep- 
tions by which an eben - is gained without the 
knowledge of the buyer. kamples of this couid 
be given without number, but if dishonesty is 
more commonly found in Chicago merchants than 
in those of St. Louis, it should be remembered 
that Chicago is a larger place, and that dishonesty 
strikes about the same average the world over. 
But the Democrat betrays great freshness when 
it cites a cuse where rates were 15 to 20 per cent, 
higher from Chicago, and goods were 
sold for 15 to 20 per cent less, su that the advant- 
age stil. remained with Chicago. Such a case 
could vot occur with anything worth more thau a 
cent ui pound; nor even tien, except with sume- 
thing made in Chicago and not made here, A 
difference of 15 or 20 per cent would pay treight 
On almost anything from Maine to Oregon. To 
illustrate: Suppose the article solid was a barrel 
of sugar, Weiging 300 pounds, on which the St. 
Louis price was ten cenis, and the St. Louis rate 
Slahundred. Bought in St. Louis the merchant 
would pay $33 for his barrel of sugar. Bought in 
Chicago at 15 per ceut less, aud paying 15 per 
cent nore freight, it would cost the buyer $28 965, 
a@ saving of $405 on a Darrel. This is 
so absurd that it can provoke only 
asmile. The faci is. that the markets are pracu- 
cally equal on sugar from Eastern reflueries,while 
On that from the South the advantage must 
always remain with us. Sugar is taken as an ex- 
alnpie because it is a leading article of commerce. 
Similar treatment would develop similar results 
allaiongiie line. Itmay be said, on the other 
hand, that Chicago has the advantage of St. Louis 
in baving more wide-awake merchants, more rail- 
roads enthusiastically devoted to her luterests, a 
superior spirit of enterprise and push, and, above 
all,in having ber peculiar territory filled with 
a wealthier and inore enlightened ciass of people. 
sedulia is in the territory propery belonging to 
St. Louis, aua the spirit and ignorance of such 
men asiheeuitor of the Democrat is one of tne 
things common to our territory and hard to over- 
come.

CHAPHE’S METHODS. 


The Superintendent of the Water-Works on 
the Stand. 

When Superintendent Chaphe resumed his tes- 
timony at 2 o’clock yesterday before the House of 
Delegates Investigating Committee, he testificd 
in regard to the employment of men at the Waicr 
Works. Under the charter Mr. Whiiman em- 
ployed them, Witness ecmipioyed no men whase 
pay was fixed by ordinance ; he eimpioyed very few 
day laborers; Whitman and the foreman generi.- 
ly employed the men. Had, in a few cases, rec- 
ommended men, Machinists were put toan ex- 
amination, aud their abilities were passed upon 
by witness. All men there were competent. There 
were ten assistant engineers, and three first and 
three second-class machinists. Witness’ 

on was employed there as eighth 

assistant engineer. His pay was  §$85 
@ month,and he was now 23 years old. While 
a boy he had spent the hours after school and his 
vacations around the works; had now been em- 
ployed there four or five years; two or three of 
these years had been spent iu the machine-shon 
as an apprentice. Witness’ son with the second 
assistant eugipeer now had charge of the No. 3 
high-service engine. 

About mains and pipe-laying witness said he 
knew pothing; all that business was in Mr. Whit- 
man’s hands and Whitman did not consult wit- 
ness -in regard to it. As to the hours spent 
at the works witness sald iInost 
of his time was devoted to them. 
He then defined his duties as confined to looking 
after the pumping wachiuery and men. Hada no 
aefinite time tw be at the works; whem he was 
away assistgnut engineers were in charge. Htad 
sometimes been a whule day absent from the 
works, but very few tlines. e was East during 
the building of No, 3engmwe for several diys, and 
had been sick at home several times. .[t was nov 
necessary for him to spend all day at the works; 
that-was optional willi himsei!; le was the judge 
of the time when he ought and when be ought not 
to be there; had not been there at night 
for the past few months, and in ihaut time had 
got to the works as late perhaps as li, orl 
o’clock—never liter than 2 o’clock. 

Witness suid he never ogoeel ited in real estate 
atany time; he owned afew picces of property, 
most of it in Catondelet; had some in Lowell, a 
residence on Peurose street, a piece of ground on 
May street, manufacturing property on the rail- 
road, a lot on Bremen avenue, one on 
Lafayette avenue, and a few more _par- 
cels. It was nearly all cheap property. 

Witness then declared that he had spent about 
two or three hours altogether of his time repair- 
ing a honse on May steee', and since he entered 
the city’s employ had been away from the works 
no more than two whole days and perhaps six 
halt days. He acknowledged that be attended 
tix sales at the Court Honse, leaving the works 
at 11:15 a. m. and getting back as svou as le 
could. probably by 1 o’clock. 

“Why di? you attend these tax sales?’ Mr. 
Sievin asked. . 

“For the purpose of bidding on the property.” 
he answered. “I did not |] Ke to see the city lose 
auything on its executions, and therefore 1 bid. f 
was always sorry wién avy piece of property was 
knocked dowa to me,” .

GROVE KENNEDY. 


A Man Who Kepta State at Bay and 
Bullied the Courts. 
Lancaster, Ky., Cor. of Philade!phi: Times. 

“there is Grove Kennedy’s place,” said a 
friend, as we «drove over a fine turnpike 
smartly towards Lancaster this morning, 
We were about four miles from town and 
looking off the read across a wheat field one 
could see the gabie of a white eottage peep- 
ing above the foliage of a little stunted wood- 
land. Blue smoke was curling faintly from 
the chimney and the picture was one of pas- 
toral simplicity and beauty. Garrard County 
is in that vague borderland between the 
“blue grass region” and “the mountains,” 
in Kentucky, where hills roll away like 
ocean billows; where men grow six feet high 
before they are twenty-dne and live to be 
eighty ye rs old witheut any other effort 
than Cogs bullets and turning knife- 
blades. e did not go to call on Kentucky’s 
most famous outlaw, who has been pardoned 
out ofthe penitentiary by Gov. Blackburn. 
Grove Kennedy kept the State of: Kentucky 
at bay for nearly a year, depopulated a wa- 
tering-place, scared the Governor out of his 
boots, langhed at life and builied all the 
courts of the Commonwealth for two years. 
We saw him in Lancaster, a fine-looking tel- 
low of perhaps thirty-eight, with dark 
hair and eard an fine bright 
eyes, with a enuine humorous 
sparkle in them. He was steward in 
the penitentiary for three years and is 
bleached by confinement. He is a typical 
dangerous man of this vicinity. In 1863, 
thena boy of about 18, heenlistedin a Feder- 
ai regiment waiting orders. One afternoon he 
was sitting near a stump playing poker in 
violation of rules, when a big bully in camp 
began to abuse him. Grove answered back 
calmly with worse abuse and never turned 
his head. The bully slipped up behind him 
with a knife and was about to bend over the 
boy to stab, when Grove lifted a revolver iv- 
ing on his lap, pointed it over his shoulder 
and blew the bully’s brains out, the buliet 
entering the eye. He cumes of a family that 
kill. ‘They die generally booted and armed. 
LTbey came to Kentucky with Daniel Boone 
and owned 20,000 acres of garden land in this 
Eden of Kentucky. ‘They began by killing 
indians and have never got over it. Oid Eb 
Kennedy was Grove’s uncle and foster fati- 
er. in 1877 thev quarreled and hada law- 
suit, Afier old Eb had given his testimony 
in court he insulted Grove aad walked out. 
Grove caimly went outon the baicony and 
as his uncie walked down the sidewalk, drew 
a bead on the old man witha shotgun and 
sent the whole case to ahighercourt. The 
charge went in behind the ear and generous- 
ly came outall over the old man’s counte- 
nance. 

AN OUTLAW’S HEROIC WIFE, 

Grove was arrested without resistance and 
his preliminary trial came off in connection 
with an application to be admittea to bail. 
The trial occupied three days. ‘The prison- 
er’s friends began to gather ominously when 
it seemed sure that bail must be refused. 
One mirning the court stationed twenty 
armed men inside the door, with instructions 
to disariu every person who entered the 
room. ‘The court chamber will acevinmo- 
date about 200. When court began 160 pis- 
tols and knives were piled up on the clerk’s 
table. Bail was refused. Kennedy was led 
out under heavy guard to the jail. His 
brother-in-law lived across the street, and 
as Grove passed, his wife, who was waiting, 
ran out towards hit. Ina moment Grove 
leaped from among his guards and hs wife 
threw herseli beiure him and covered his 
flight. tle gained his brother-in-law’s hcuse 
an. escaped aut the back way. 

For six months he was at large. He passed 
the summer at the famous Crab Orchard 
Spriugs, the Safatoga of the State. He had 
announced that ne would not surrender, and 
there Was nobody in the Siate anxious to 
capture him. He is distantiy related to Hen- 
ry Watterson, editor of the Courier-Journal. 
Mr. Watterson went to Crab Orchard and 
Grove introduced himseif aud invited Wat- 
tersou to take a drink. 

“Why,” said Watterson, with his great 
ringing laugh, as they dra:k together, ‘‘don’t 
you kuow that Governor McCreary is coming 
over here day alter to-morrow to meet me? 
You had better clear out.” 

“Note much,” said Grove. “If Governor 
McCreary comes to Crab Orchard I’ll ask 
him to take adrink with me.” 

‘He won't do it,”’ said Watterson. 

“Pil bet you $50,” said the outlaw, “that if 
McCreary cowes he drinks with me.” 

To prevent troubie Watterson telegraphed 
McCreary notto come, and the Governor 
hurried back to Frankfort and offered a large 
reward for the outiaw’s ca. ture.

Maj. Samuel Hawkins, late president of a 
Selma, Ala., bank, was suddenly seized with
